ANNALS OF QUINCY. 


NUMBER I. 


Believing that there are several in- 
teresting and historical facts connected 
with our ancient town, which have not 
hitherto been published, or which are 
not known to many of the readers of 
the Patriot to-day, we shal! publish 
from week to week, commencing with 


| the period when Quincy was incorpo- 


rated a town, the annals. We are in- 
debted to Mr. Eben W. Underwood for 
the bulk of information which we shall 
present. It is well known that this 
gentleman bas devoted a considerable 
time for many years 
ancient records and 
lieve that his dates and information 
are very reliable. It was once bis inten- 
tion to have published a history of 
Quincy, and he has kindly allowed us 
the use of his books. 


in searching 


Dr. Pattee’s of 
Quincy tells us that as early as 1725 an 
effort was made to the 
North Precinct of Braintree into a sep- 
arate town, but the movement proved 
unsuccessful. Early in 1700 the inhab- 
tants in that precinct made another 
move in that direction, 
be inserted ia the warrant for a town 
meeting, held May 10th of that year, 
the following article. 

“To see if the town will consent or 
vote that the North Precinct in said 
town, and the other lands included 
within the following bouads, be set off 
into a separate town, viz:—From the 
head of Hayward’s Creek, so called, on 
a straight line till it strikes the line 
that divides the North aod Middle Pre- 
cincts on the road leading from the 
North to the Middle Precinct Meeting- 
house, and then to run on said line 
anti! it comes into the Biue Hill river, 
and so ou said river as the line now 
ruus between the North and South 
Precincts.” 

The territory of Braintree at that 
time embraced the towns of Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook; 
and had a populativa of 2,771 

The voters of the Middie and South 
Precincts rallied to the meeting and 
**Voted to dismiss the article.” 

The people of the North Precinct 
then circulated a petition for signa- 
tures, which was signed by 119 persons, 
inhabitants of said North Preciact; 5 
inhabitants of that portion of Dorches- 
ter lying on the South side of Neponset 
river; 9 inhabitants of Milton, 
inhabitants of that portion of Braintree 
called “Knight's Neck,”’ (now Quincy 
Neck.) ;

No person shall be allow- 
jed to maintain a piggery within the town 
fag rtd sere from the Board of Health 
Reovtation 10. Any well, spring, cistern 
or other source of drinking water that is con- 
taminated from any surface drainage, cess 
pool, privy, sink spout or other source of water 
pollution must be disused 

Reavtation 11. No person shall be al- 
lowed to carry on any offensive trade or 


manufacture without the consent of the 
Board of Health. 
Reoutation 12. When a householder 


knows that a person within his family is sick 
of cholera, small-pox, diptheria, croup, scar- 
let fever, measles, or any other disease, dan- 
gerous to the public health, he shall imme- 
diately give notice thereof to the Board of 


Health, and upon the death, recovery, or re-| 


moval of such person, the rooms occupied 
and the articles used by him shall be disin- 
fected by such householder in a manner sp- 
proved by the Board of Health. Public 
Statutes, Chap. 80, Sec. 79 

Reovtation 15. When a physician knows 
that a person whom he is called to visit is in- 
fected with any disease dangerous to the pub- 
lic health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Board of Health. Public 
Statutes, Chap. 50, Sec. 80. 

Reevuation 14. No child, or adult person 
belonging to the household in which any 
such contagious disease exists, or whose resi- 
dence bas a common entrance with such 
household. shall be allowed tw attend any 
public or private school, within four weeks 
from the commencement of any such case of 
contagious disease. 

Reovutation 15. Every child, or adult 
person, after recovery from any contagious 
disease, before being admitted to any public 
or private school, shall present to the teacher 
of the same, a certificate sigued by » physi- 
cian, or member of the Board of Health, 
stating that he is free from infection. 

Reovutarion 16. No person, teacher, or 
scholar shall become a member of any pub- 
lic or private school, until he has shown sat- 
isfactory evidence that he has been success 
fully vaccinated.
